“J VERY DAY Silent Unity receives letters that 
urgently ask for help in prayer. Sometimes 
the writer of the letter says: ““The doctors 
have done all that they know how to do. Can you 
help us?” Sometimes those who ask our help 
know nothing of Unity, but they have been told 
that others have been helped through prayer, and 
they are willing to try anything. 

We cannot say that every such case has been 
cured through the power of prayer, but there have 
been enough miraculous restorations to health, 
where before there was no hope, to make us know 
that prayer is a power, that healing is possible, 
that the failure lies with man, not with God when 
healing does not take place. 

What do we say to the person who tells us 
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that the doctor has given him six months to live? 
How do we pray for him? Of course humanly we 
are moved by compassion for this person who is 
greatly in need of help, but as concerns what we 
tell him, it is not very different from what we tell 
anyone else who comes to us with a healing need 
large or small. 

While we know that there is still much to be 
understood as to how the healing power of God 
works, as to how prayer works, this much we know 
now: There is a force generated by prayer that is 
healing in its effect, and it operates, when we are 
faithful to our part. The results of prayer are 
often beyond human expectation. 

So the person with a so-called incurable dis- 
ease is told this: The life of God is in you. The 
life of God is greater than any appearance of dis- 
ease, it is greater than any condition, no matter 
how frightening or formidable its appearance. 
When we pray with you we are beholding you 
filled with the life of God, and we are asking you 
to take time every day to become still—as still as 
you possibly can become—and think about your- 
self, not as a suffering human being but as a spirit- 
ual being created in God’s image and filled with 
His unfailing life. Say to the very cells of your 
body: “You are filled with life. The life of God 
in you is greater than any disease.” 
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It is moving and inspiring to read the letters 
that come to us from people who perhaps never 
before had thought in spiritual terms about them- 
selves, who never before had believed that prayer 
is a living power. The new spirit that they have 
found in themselves does a transforming work not 
only upon their body but upon their whole life as 
well, and the people around them sense a new 
power in them now. 

Silent Unity prays always for a complete and 
perfect healing for everyone who comes to us for 
help. Nevertheless even where this complete heal- 
ing is not accomplished we almost always have re- 
ports of the good that prayer has accomplished. 

Silent Unity as a group does not take credit for 
the healing work done through us; we know that 
God is the healer. We know too that without the 
faith and prayers of so many others joined with us 
continually our power to help would not be as 
great. 

We are following Jesus Christ, who healed “all 
manner of disease and all manner of sickness.” 
We have the assurance of His words and His work 
that God's will for man is health and wholeness, 
that sickness is not good for man, that there is no 
virtue in suffering, that man need not wait until 
some future life to enjoy life, to be whole and 
well. 
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In the Gospel of Matthew we read: 
“And Jesus went about all the cities and the 
villages, teaching in their synagogues, and preach- 
ing the gospel of the kingdom, and healing all 
manner of disease and all manner of sickness. But 
when he saw the multitudes, he was moved with 
compassion for them, because they were distressed 
and scattered, as sheep not having a shepherd. 
Then saith he unto his disciples, The harvest in- 
deed is plenteous, but the laborers are few. Pray ye 
therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he send 
forth laborers into his harvest.” 

We believe that Silent Unity is one of the 
answers to this prayer of Jesus and His disciples, 
and we believe that Christ is the head of this 
work, that His healing presence is in our midst. 
He said also, “Where two or three are gathered 
together in my name, there am I in the midst of 
them.” 

If you know of someone in need of healing 
will you not join Silent Unity in knowing the 
Truth for him? Will you not begin to think of 
him as a spiritual being having the life of God 
in the very cells of his body, and cease to think 
of him with sorrow and despair? 

Like Jesus, we feel compassion for the multi- 
tudes who need help, but we follow Jesus in trans- 
forming compassion into prayer and faith. You 
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can do this too. Your faith is needed, your prayers 
are needed, your understanding of the truth about 
life and God and man is needed. 

More than you know you can bless and heal 
those who enter your thoughts, those whose needs 
touch your heart. We are with you in faith and 
prayer, we see you strong in Truth, we see you 
growing in your understanding. And we stand 
ready to pray with you, to add our prayers to yours 
at any time in behalf of yourself or any other 
person. 

Jesus said, ‘He that believeth on me, the works 
that I do shall he do also; and greater works 
than these shall he do.” In a sense when He called 
His disciples and gave them authority to heal 
all manner of disease and all manner of sickness 
He called each one of us. Humanly we may feel 
that there is little we can do in the way of heal- 
ing ourself or another, but spiritually we have 
been given power, and the power lies in prayer, in 
understanding, in faith. 

There are no incurable diseases, there is healing 
power in prayer, there is the life of God present 
everywhere, in everyone. This is what we believe 
in Silent Unity, this is what we ask you to believe, 
for in believing it you strengthen the healing 
power of prayer, you bless yourself, you bless 
those you would help and heal.

My Heart Shall Not Fear

O ONE likes to admit that he is jealous, 
IN yet almost everybody knows from per- 

sonal experience what jealousy is, the 
pain and unhappiness that stem from it, the devas- 
tating effects of it; and those who suffer from it 
want very much to be cured of it. 

If statistics on this subject could be assembled 
they would quite possibly show that jealousy is 
one of the greatest menaces to happy human re- 
lations, especially the relations between men and 
women. 

If we can come to understand jealousy we shall 
be in a better position to overcome it ourselves 
and to help another person overcome it. When we 
know the cause we are able to work more intelli- 
gently to overcome it. Jealousy has been called the 
“green-eyed monster,” and the disagreeable and 
destructive results of its activity are often enumer- 
ated. But just to know that jealousy is destructive 
and harmful does not reassure us. It rather adds 
fears to the fears we already have and makes us 
more unhappy than before. 
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Though the reasons for jealousy may vary some- 
what, it is generally conceded that its basic cause 
is fear. Most people feel that it is the fear of losing 
someone they love that makes them jealous, but a 
closer analysis will reveal that it is fear of other 
things as well—fear of being unwanted, of be- 
ing unworthy, of being unattractive, of being 
alone, of being unequal to others, of being in fact 
unloved. To be loved is one of life’s most funda- 
mental needs and desires. To be loved gives us 
the assurance that we are a welcome and intimate 
part of life. Love has a magic way of setting us 
free from our feelings of apartness, of inferiority, 
and of making us feel included in the great heart 
of things. 

It is wonderful, the assurance and the satisfac- 
tion that the love of another person gives us. How- 
ever if we depend solely upon the love of some 
other person for this assurance and satisfaction, 
every fancied or actual threat to our possession of 
his love will fill us with fear and jealousy. 

While we do not have the power to make an- 
other person love us devotedly and exclusively, or 
to obtain any kind of guarantee against fluctuating 
loyalties, we do have the power to build up a 
spirit within us that stands fearless and confident 
before life and anything it may bring. us. While 
the love of another person cannot be commanded 
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or owned, we can have command of our own 
Spirit. 

The fact that we cannot always retain the love 
and loyalty of another person need not make us 
feel desolate. The spirit within us is more than 
able to help us face facts and circumstances and 
to meet change courageously. As we rely on this 
spirit within us we find peace of mind, and we 
find too that new interests and new happiness 
are opened to us, that we attract to ourselves a 
very satisfying number of good things. It is the 
knowledge that we have this spirit within us 
that makes us confident, happy people. We have 
within us all the requisites for gracious, trium- 
phant living, but we have not begun to use the 
powers and abilities that God has given us. 

If we have knowledge of this spirit within 
us and faith in it, we are fortified for whatever 
takes place in our life. Without this knowledge 
and faith some circumstances are sure to be ac- 
companied by deep humiliation and hurt pride, 
but with it we find ourselves endowed with a 
dignity and a power as great as the occasion de- 
mands. One person declared, “I can’t bear to be 
the laughingstock of our town if he chooses her 
instead of me.” But she was inspired to believe in 
herself and her own resources, and when he did 
choose the other person instead of her she met the 
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situation with a graciousness and a strength that 
invited admiration instead of laughter. 

For someone to be given precedence over us 
does not contain the derogatory implication that 
we are prone to think that it does. Hearts follow 
a law of their own, a law of mutual attraction, in 
forming their alliances, and wherever there is not 
a mutual response some element of mutual hap- 
piness is lacking. What seems to be a failure then 
on the part of one is really a signpost pointing 
some other way to happiness. The person con- 
cerned is wise if he accepts without bitterness or 
fear its direction. 

There are of course many cases where more 
than pride and personal love is involved. Some- 
times a family may be threatened by the alienation 
of a member’s affection. But even then defenses 
are not lacking. Human love may change and 
human fidelity may falter, but the love of God 
does not. The spirit within us knows this, and if 
we will quiet the fear within us it will persuade 
us that “neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor 
principalities, nor things present, nor things to 
come, nor power, nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God.” The heart that is thus persuaded 
that it cannot be separated from the infinite source 
of good can with serenity obey one of love’s great 
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cules, that we hold our loved ones with open 
hands. Those who find in our heart and our pres 
ence what their own heart rejoices to find will 
feel no desire to leave us. But if in the house of 
our heart there is not what another has need of, 
we should want him to feel free to find his own, 
and we can release him knowing that our incom. 
patibility is no cause for fear or humiliation 
There is good for him and good for us, and each 
of us must be on our way toward finding it. 

These things which we learn concerning our 
selves are equally true of others. In the count 
less ways that an understanding heart has at its 
command we can help other persons. What we 
delight in feeling and knowing about our own 
worth or value, they delight in feeling and know 
ing about theirs. Many persons have been set free 
from their possessive ways because someone has 
not only made them feel that they were beloved 
but that they were equal to whatever circumstances 
life might bring to them. 

A fearless heart is the cure for jealousy, and 
a fearless heart is the result of knowing that we 
are not alone; that we are God's children, fa 
more wonderful than we know, with much mor 
to give than we have dreamed of; that come wha! 
may, nothing can separate us from the love of 
God.

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Uni ty 4 THREE STUDY PROGRAMS 


Every year Unity students find new spiritual joy as they par- 
ticipate in Unity’s three yearly study programs. Each of these 
programs follows a — pattern in which one of the stand- 
ard Unity books is used as a basis for study. In addition to the 
study of a particular Unity book, the programs include the 
reading of pertinent Bible passages and meditation upon Tru 
ideas gleaned from both these sources. 

Perhaps the best known of Unity’s programs is Lessons in 
Truth Week, which takes place during the third week in 
September and during which time students read and study 
Unity’s textbook of basic Truth precepts, Lessons in Truth, by 
H. Emilie Cady. This program has gained wide recognition 
during the past few years. 

Another of the Unity programs is the Unity Lenten Pro- 
gram, based on the book Teach Us to Pray, by Charles and 
Cora Fillmore, which takes place from the beginning of Lent 
until Easter. Unity’s Lenten Program stresses consecration to 
God’s work and will rather than penitence and self-denial. The 
Unity student during this period fasts from negativism and 
demonstrations of personal will while he contemplates the value 
of dedicating himself to constructive thinking and true Christian 
living. 

The third of Unity’s programs takes place during the 
summer months and is devoted to helping the student put 
Truth to practical and immediate use in his own life and 
affairs. The summer program is based on various Truth sub 
jects such as health, illumination, and prosperity, and it is 
changed each year. In 1948 the program was based on the study 
of human relations, in connection with a series of articles then 
running in Weekly Unity. In 1949 the pro took up the 
study of prosperity, using Charles Fillmore’s Book Prosperity as 


the textbook. This year the program will be based on self- 
improvement and is called the Self-Discovery Program. The 
textbook to be used is Imelda Shanklin’s What Are You?
